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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Weiss called Examiner Rosen to question the finality of the most 
recent rejection, and to say that he did not have a copy of an anonymous article relied on. Examiner Rosen said that 
he would look into these matters, and call back in the afternoon. Examiner Rosen did so, saying that the rejection of 
May 2007 was properly final because it repeated the prior art rejections of the December 2006 rejection (which had 
been non-final), he also offered to fax Mr. Weiss a copy of the anonymous 'Western Energy" article. Mr. Weiss 
disputed the combination of references applied, saying that the teaching taken from 'Western Energy" was contrary to 
the teaching of Baatz. Examiner Rosen defended the combination, and finally offered to ask his spervisor's opinion. 
Examinr Rosen faxed the "Western Energy" article to Mr. Weiss, and called again to say that he had discussed the 
rejection with his supervisor, who thought that it was sound.
